The Rev. William W. Tomer, better 
known aa Deacon Turner, died Mon- 
day morning at his home on Garden 
street at the advanced age of 87. Mr. 
Turner was born in Great Barrington, 
Mass., on the first day of the year 
1800. He entered Yale at an early 
age and was graduated in 1819. On 
leaving college he came to \Wi | 
field where he taught school and 
studied theology, with Dr. HifTM of 
Hartford. In 1821 he became a teacher 
at the American asylum for tbedeei 
and dumb where he was associated 
with Liur«nt Clerc and Thomas H. 
Ualiaudet From 1821 to 1853 Mr. 
Turner taught at the asylum, and the 
latter year was elected principal, a 
position he held until 1863. Besides 
his duty as teacher Mr. Turner from 
183L to 1847 performed those ol 
"family guardian," or, as it would be 
called, steward of this institution. He 
was a very energetic man and besides 
his duties at the asylum preached fre- 
quently in various places through bii 
term at the asylum and was active in 
Sunday school work. He was for 
many years a member of the Center 
church and a deacon, and when the 
Pearl street church was formed was itl 
first deacon. His relations with the 
latter church as he grew to old age 
have continued very warm and pleas 
ant and the people who met him there 
seemed never to tire of their expres- 
sions of regard for hira. It is only a 
few weeks since there was an informal 
gathering at the church and reception 
to Mr. Turner and about a year ago 
his birthday was the occasion of a very 
largely attended reception. 
Turner leaves three children. Dr. 
Charles P. Turner a physician at one 
time a resident in this city, but now ol 
Philadelphia; Mrs. Cunningham, wife 
of Major Charles M. Cunningham, of 
Wilkesbarre, Penn., arid Mrs. Bacon, 
the wife of Mr. Leonard Bacon of this 
city.
